Paris. 
Mf. Congdon bas kindly given 


T h e D i s p a t c h permission to publish 
the letter which is as follows: 
Rijsoord, Holland, Sept. 4, 1906. 
Dear Brother John - 
Your letter and papers came duly at 
hand. 
T’ve been receiving all of the pa­ 
pers you’ve sent, but as you cannot yet 
read French or Dutch very well I ve re­ 
frained from returning your favor , until 
now, whon you come to the front with a 
letter. 
It has been many years since I have 
ceased to give a newsy letter in ex­ 
change for a newspaper. 
Few Americans seem to realize what 
it means to keep up a big correspond­ 
ence from this side of the water. 
In j 
your land of cheap postage and gener­ 
ous allowance of weight you are apt to 
forget th at over here every letter we j 
write costs nearly three times what it j 
does in America. 
And that is not all, 
those whom we have dropped from our 
list have been those who mail letters 
with a tvvo-cent stam p atli led, or a pos 
tai card with no extra stamp. The re­ 
sult is, we not only have to pay the de­ 
ficiency, but a pink equal to the amount 
due. The most rockless among this 
class was our erstwhile friend and man­ 
ager of the original Brainerd Dramatic 
Club, C. D. Johnson. 
I recall that sev­ 
eral years ago Charley sent me a copy 
of the 
B r a i n e r d 
D a i l y 
D i s p a t c h . 
I 
think that it was the first copy publish 
ed. At any rate he was so choice of it 
that he s e a l e d it ami I was obliged to 
pay thirty cents, postage and penlaty. 
W hat made it more aggravating was 
that I had already received a copy of 
the same paper from you, which had 
come for one cent. I doubt th a t Charley 
is aware that his blunder had any con­ 
nection with his never being nominated 
for governor. 
I ani sending you in this 
mail, with some English and Dutch 
newspapers a string that was use I to 
tie up a small mirror I purchased in 
Dordrecht. This w ill give you an idea 
of the simple life here and you will 
readily see th at no mirror would break 
after being so thoroughly “did up." 
You doubtless thought that I was in a 
needless hurry last fall, not to go out to 
visit you. 
I knew what lay before me, 
upon my return to Baris. 
I must paint 
two pictures for the Balon, and complete 
them by March 17th. 
I worked on one 
forenoons and afternoons on the other, 
and finished them March loth, just in 
time to frame them and send them to 
the Salon on the morning of the loth. 
Had I gone west it would have taken 
two 
weeks time. 
My two 
paintings 
were both received by the Salon jury 
and hung “on the line”—(first row 
even with the eye.) 
They were afterwards invited to the 
annual exhibition in Belgium, and also 
to the Art Institute annual exhibition 
in Chicago, Oct. 20th to Nov. 26th. To bo 
“invited” means a committee comes to 
Paris to select the best things from the 
Salon and requests the artist to allow 
them to take their pictures to exhibit. 
The committee pays all expense of 
transportation, insurance, and if not 
sold return the pictures to the artist’s 
studio. 
In this way a good picture goos to all 
the great exhibitions of the art centers 
of the world, without cost to tho artist. 
I ’m sure you will be glad to know that 
my work is now included in this class, 
which is the means of making a reputa­ 
tion. 
We came to Holland June 1st and 
will return to Paris Nov. 1st. Next year 
we mean to take a trip to Spain and 
Tangier. 
Holland is more like our own country 
than any other in Europe, and I so often 
see things here th a t recall the days of 
youth, things one seldom sees now in 
America. 
For instance, hero they use 
almost constantly the yoke to carry wa­ 
ter and milk. 
I t is no uncommon thing 
to see a buxom milk maid in the field 
carrying, with a yoke, two cans of milk, 
each containing 36 quarts. 
The Hollanders, (as they call them 
selves, and not the “ D utch,” the “Dutch” 
here means the Germans) are a hard 
working, serious, thrifty and clean race. 
They are as unlike the Latin race a j the 
American is unlike the European. Hoi 
land is a dear country compared with 
E’rance, Germany and I Hay, but the 
charge for an 
article is 
honestly de 
mended and one is not tricked into pay 
ing double, as in the other countries. 
F or instance, an American in Paris for 
the first time last winter went a l o n e into 
a big cafe restaurant on the Grande 
Boulevarde, and ordered a breakfast 
consisting of coffee, rolls, eggs, and a 
steak. 
His bill was seven dollar- and 


fifty cents, 
Iii Holland thoy would 
have charged a good priep, a la New 
\ ork, but they would not have robbed 
him a la Baris, lf is the new comer who 
“pays the freight,” 
One who knows 
Paris can check all attem pts at trickery, 
which abounds there. 
Here in Rijsoord, where we came to 
paint, is a stork’s nest on top of the old 
church IOO years old. 
There are three 
young birds in it. 
They seem to prefer 
to stand rather than sit in tho nest. 
Perhaps they do so to avoid entangle­ 
ment^. There is an old legend hero 
that in whatever town a stork builds his 
nest no mother will ever die in child 
birth. 
The queen and her husband nro very 
congenial and even tho queen’s mother 
and he are ofteen seen driving together. 
Naturally the people here feel deeply 
the loss of their cherished hopes, Gut 
they will bring all tho s t o r k s together 
at the Hague, in the hopes th at “ Little 
Holland*’ will never fall to the Germans 
or English, for want of an heir. 
I ara sure you would enjoy these old 
Hollanders, which you call Dutchmen. 
Were I on the vaudeville stage I should 
certainly come hero and study these 
types. 
How clumsily they work and 
manage the farm. 
We are in a small 
country village ten miles from R otter­ 
dam. The grain is cu t with a sickle, as 
in the days of Ruth and Boaz. There is 
no tongue to a farmer s wagon. 
You 
might ask how thoy guide the wagon or 
hold back in going down hill. They 
g u i d e it about as steadily as they do a 
stone boat in America, and as for hills, 
there are none here. 
Many of tin* roads arn built upon the 
dykes and >p - about eight feet nbov<‘ 
the in adow level, tnu.^ creating quite a 
grade. 
When 
they drive 
into the 
meadow, down these grades, the driver 
sits on the front end of th '1 wagon and 
wearing (jig wooden shoos, places them 
firmly against the horses tail to prevent 
a “tail on” collision. 
La>t week we made a tour through 
Holland, visiting the Hague, (called here 
Den 
Haagi and the “ House 
in the J 
Woods, 
where the peace conference 
was held. 
It is one of tho queen s many 
palaces but s h e never lives ttiere. 
Her 
summer house, where -he now is at the 
Appledoorn, near Amsterdam. She abo 
has a large Palace in the latter city, and 
often visits it with her family and suite 
of seventy-five. 
On our trip we visited 
I Rotterdam. 
Amsterdam, 
Vollendam, 
Edam, 
Monnekidam, 
Zandatu. 
and 
stopped o n e night in Edam at the Dam 
hotel. 
You will naturally conclude that 
we had a Dam ll od Time.

Decision is Far-reaching. 
Great importance is attached to the 
decision made in the federal court at 
La Crosse, Wie., last week ordering a 
fine against the G reat Northern 
road 
for violation 
of the federal safety ap ­ 
pliance law. The decision establishes a 
precedent which is expected to save the 
lives and limbs of thousands. 
The law provides th a t cars must be 
equipped with automatic couplers work­ 
ing by impact and which can 
bo 
u n ­ 
coupled without going between tho cars 


a l s o that cars must have secure grab- 
irons or handholds on tho ends and sides 
for greater security to employes coup­ 
ling cars. 
In tho caso against the Great N o rth ­ 
ern 
road, 
tho couplers did not work 
properly and tho grabirons were miss­ 
ing and it was necessary for tho brake­ 
men to work under the old dangers. 
The defense of the 
G reat Northern 
was th at it had provided all tho safety 
appliances 
required 
by law; th a t its 
books showed tho complaining cars to 
have been thus equipped, and th at if 
the coupling apparatus had sinco be­ 
come defective it was without its know­ 
ledge or fault. The interstate commerce 
commission, adm itting that the com­ 
pany had once equipped the cars prop­ 
erly 
and 
th a t 
it might bo without 
knowledge of their 
present 
defective 
condition, m aintained that this did not 
constitute sufficient excuse, claiming it 
was the duty of the railway not only to 
equip the cars originally, 
but to keep 
such equippmont in satisfactory condi­ 
tion. The court coincided with 
this 
view and practically directed a verdict 
for the government. 
The G reat N orthern was tined $.'100 
and costs, which is a small matter to a 
corporation declaring dividends of $11,- 
000,000 a year, 
b u t it is conceded that 
that line ana other 
gr<-at systems will 
hereafter 
pay closer a t t e n t io n to tho 
maintenance of safety appliances after 


t h e y have been once placed on tho roll­ 
ing stock. 
Inasmuch as the decision makes clear 
the 
rights of employees the ruling in 
the ( ireat N orthern case is expected to 
’ cause the railway system to take par 
ticular 
care 
to avoid personal injury 
-nits because of defective apparatus by 
keeping up the safety appliances. 
I he 
ease is, therefore, expected to be an ef­ 
fective precedent.

Superintendent William Deckle, who 
entered as one of Hie rescuing party, 
had a narrow escape. 
H e was over­ 
come by the fumes and had to bo car­ 
ried out. 
Ed Jones, the inside mine 
foreman, led the first rescue party and 
when that p arty failed to return In a 
reasonable time a second party under 
Superintendent Deckle followed. Two 
of the Reekie party, John O dham and 
Fd Brown, were overcome by gas and 
died and Reekie barely escaped with 
his life.

First Party W a s Safe. 


Meantime the first party had reached 
another 
entrance 
to the

in 
safety and sent word over th e moun­ 
tain of that fact. All this time the work 
of bratticing tile mine, necessary for 
carrying on the work of rescue, was 
being 
effectively carried 
on. 
Some 
confusion was caused in the determ i­ 
nation of the exact num ber of men 
entombed by tin* fact that when the 
explosion occurred the exchange of 
shifts wa 
in progress, added to which 
WBK the fact th at a number of the men 
escaped from tin* Tug Fork entrance. 
The scenes around the mine were 
pitiful. 
Relatives and 
friends g a th ­ 
ered in groups 
at the entrance 
and 
elsewhere, awaiting tidings of the vic­ 
tims and gave vent to their grief as 
the bodies one by one were brought 
out. 
At 6:15 o’clock p. rn. a m em ber of 
the party headed by Superin;cadent 
Reekie 
canto 
out of

stated that they had readied tile Paul 
entry and had found eighteen bodies, 
some of (hem being horribly mutilated

IL is said at the mint's that such dis­ 
asters as W e d n e sd a y ’s usually occur 
in d am p w eath er like that of of the 
past few da s.

M A S S A C H U S E T T S DEMOCRATS. 


Nominate a State Ticket Headed by 
John B. Moran for Governor. 
Boston, Get. 5.— A new era for the 
f la ssaelu melts Democracy was inaugu­ 
rated by the sta te convention of that 
party when. after a turbulent strug­ 
gle over endorsing William J. Bryan 
and William ll. J!curst, John B. Moran, 
district atto rn ey for Suffolk county, 
who wag already the nominee of the 
Prohibition party and 
the lndepen* 
d nee Reague, was nominated for gov­ 
ernor 
by acclamation. 
Save 
in one 
possible particular, Moran dominated 
tile convention absolutely 
and his so 
called radical wing of the party was 
indisputably in control. 
T he old-time 
factors, Jo»iah Quincy, Congressman 
John A. Sullivan, Congressman Will­ 
iam S. McNary and the element rep­ 
resented by such Democrats as For­ 
mer Governor William R. Douglas and 
Henry M, W hitney was utterly pow­ 
erless. 
Tho Moran sentiment, which 
tho e men had vainly sought to stem 
before 
the 
primaries, swept 
every­ 
thing before It. 
The ticket was completed as fol­ 
lows: 
Lieutenant governor, E. Gerry 
Brown of Brockton; attorney general, 
John W. Cum m ings; auditor, T. L. 
Hisgen; secretary of state, Charles £. 
Paine; treasurer, George M. Harring­ 
ton. 
Two of th e candidates besides Mr. 
Moran had been nominated by the In* 
j dependence League, Brown for lieu­ 
tenant governor and Hisgen for audi- 
I mr.
